SEEKS BREAKTHROUGH 


—MAKARIOS HITS TURKEY— 
Cyprus May 
Not End Pacts 


From Press Reports 


Nicosia, Cyprus—President- 


Archbishop Makarios backed 
off Wednesday night from an 
announced position that he 
was pushing unilaterally to 
scrap treaties binding Cyprus 
with Britain, Greece and Tur- 
key. He reconsidered 
after 


Britain challenged his action. 


Against a background of 


fresh bloodletting in the com- 
munal conflict on this east- 
ern Mediterranean island, the 
Greek 
Cypriot 
archbishop 


made it clear in a second 
statement that the treaties 
have not been abrogated yet. 
He said: 


"Our decision is to secure 


the termination of these treat- 
ies by appropriate means." 


In 'his first statement Ma- 


karios said he had decided to 
cancel the British-Greek-Tur- 
kish treaty that guaranteed 
Cypriot statehood 
following 


the island's liberation from 
British colonial rule in I960.

Nicosia announcement 


said Makarios made this de- 
cision known in c a b 1 e s to 
heads of s t a t e around the 
world.

In Nicosia, for the t h i r d 


day running, there was no 
shooting as British troops con- 
tinued to maintain a precari- 
ous truce. Turk Cypriot sourc- 
es said they found the bodies 
of a Turk priest and his 16- 
year-old son when they reoc- 
cupicd a Turkish home. They 
said other Turk homes had 
been set on fire. 


Meanwhile, Greek surviv- 


ors of the attack on the Gal- 
actoforousa monastery, about 
25 miles southwest of Nicosia, 
said the attack there w a s 
staged by five or six Turkish 
Cypriots. 


Under the treaty of guar- 


antee, Cyprus undertook to 
insure t' 
maintenance of its 


independence, territorial in- 
tegrity and security. It also 
promised not to take part in 
a.iy political or economic un- 
ion with any state. Britain, 
Greece a n d Turkey guaran-

] teed this treaty. 


Makarios s a i d , "The atti- 


tude of Turkey has been one 
of aggression against the in- 
tegrity and sovereignty of the 
republic of Cyprus." He said 
acts of aggression constitut- 
ed a violation of the treaty of 
alliance. 


.1 Monks Killed 


But then, as tension be- 


tween Turk and Greek Cypri- 
ots was heightened by a raid 
on the Greek Orthodox mon- 
astery of Galactoforousa in 
which three monks w e r e 
ki'led and t h r e e wounded, 
Britain challenged Makarios' 
right to act alone. 


The British clearly feared 


fresh outbreaks of violence if 
^Makarios pursued his inten- 
tion to declare the treaties 
abrogated forthwith. Britain 
is actinq as policeman in be- 
half of the Cyprus govern- 
ment, a member of the Brit- 
ish Commonwealth. 


In Ankara, Turkish reaction 


to Makarios' statements came 
in the form of a statement 
that Turkey considers any 
unilateral action on the trea- 
ties illegal and non-binding on 
Turkey. 


"We are bound to and stand- 


ing by these treaties and we 
will take every measure and 
step for their literal applica- 
tion," a T u r k i s h foreign 
ministry spokesman said.

Ten inches of snow piled up 


in southeast Mississippi and 
covered Iluntsville, Ala., un- 
der 1C inches as other parts 
of the South, East and North 
got snow, sleet, freezing rain 
and gale \\imls. 


Riding in with the new year, 


the storm startled the South 
with 
snow, lashed 
coastal 


North Carolina and Georgia 
with gales, and rolled its icy 
carpet from the Gulf of Mex- 
ico to northern Ohio a n d 
Pennsylvania. 


Traffic slowed or stopped 


in parts of 23 states. 


Novelty 


The novelty of snow resulted 


in the strange sight of snow- 
men in New Orleans' French 
Quarter, in Birmingham, Ala., 
and other Deep South cities. 


While snow-covered houses, 


lawns and streets brought an 
unusual winter beauty,

snow — and ice, freezing rain, 
slush and wind — brought un- 
usual problems.

Rehabilitation Aide To Get Psychiatric Training

Dale J. Hatch, Lincoln dis- 


trict counselor in the State 
Vocational 
Rehabilit a t i o n 


Services, next week will be- 
gin an internship In a special 
training course at the Nebras- 
ka Psychiatric Institute (NPI) 
at Omaha — one of three such 
programs offered in the na- 
tion. 


The 
federally 
sponsored 


programs, aimed at improv- 
ing rehabilitation services for 
those who have experienced 
mental illnesses, are conduct- 
ed at Harvard University, 
Oregon University and 
at 


NPI through the University 
of Nebraska. 


Hatch will be the second 


Ncbraskan to participate in 
the program 
which w a s 


started in September, 1962. 
Gerald C. Rcdlcr, Vocational 
Rehabilitation 
counselor at 


the Norfolk State Hospital, 
was the first, and will com- 
plete his six-month training 
course late in February. 


The counselor interns have 


an opportunity to get clinical 
experience under controlled 
conditions through the study 
of patients at NPI and through 
the cooperative study of regu- 
lar rehabilitation clients in 
the Omaha district office. 


State Vocational Rehabilita- 


tion Director Fred 
Novak 


noted that "special skill is 
needed in the rehabilitation 
of the mentally ill," and that 
"counselors with this train- 
ing will be much more com- 
petent" in handling the prob- 
lems of clients who have had 
mental illness. 


The program is limited to 


six students for each six- 
month course, and all must 
be connected with state re- 
habilitation services. 


Must Agree To Stay 


Under conditions of the pro- 


gram, tho counselor interns 
arc paid by the federal gov- 
ernment the salary they would 
receive each month on their 
state job,.plus a $200 monthly 
stipend. In return for this, 
counsclora must agree to re-

turn to their state positions 
and stay for at least o n e 
year following their training. 


Those 
attending the NPI 


training course come f r o m 
the rntlrc central region of 
the nation. 


Novak said Itcdlcr will re 


turn to the NWfolk hospital 
upon completion of his train- 
ing, and Hatch will return to 
the Lincoln area, though No- 
vak said his specific assign- 
ment has not yet been de- 
termined. 


In Lincoln Area 


He said hc anticipates that 


Hatch will work "more in- 
tensely" with the Southeast 
Mental Health Clinic at Lin- 
coln, as well as with patients 
and inmates of other state 
institutions 
in the Lincoln 


area.

A Need For 


Realism 


••: - The Mayor's Council on Human Rcla- 
'tiAns has come up with a report on minor!- 
~.ty housing that offers endless possibilities 
•;£or good. !f action were taken in only 
«lfew of the many areas discussed, real 
progress could be made in the matter of 


•^improved housing for minority groups in 
-'Lincoln. Also, the report shows that Lin- 


coln has made progress and that the 


• problem is not so large as to be insur- 
• mountablo. 


The council calls for action in improv- 
..ing existing present housing and in pro- 


viding new low-c o s t 
housing. In both cases, 
there is a chance for 
major reliance u p o n 
existing sources of 


-.'credit within the community and upon ap- 
• preaches that could be implemented with- 


out substantial disagreement. But along 
with the hope offered by the report Is the 
experience of the past which tells us that 
we need a more realistic attitude than 
we have had to date. The report, for in- 
stance, suggests the exploration of low-cost 
housing being provided through private en- 
terprise under terms of a new FHA fi- 


. Dancing program. 


This would be an ideal approach but 


If the past is any judge of things, it is 


: wishful thinking. Private enterprise in 


Lincoln has never done anything but de- 
lay low-cost housing with a lot of false 
'and empty promises. There Is no harm in 
. exploring this avenue again but it should 
. not be permitted to stop action in other 
..areas. 
:;. 
Finding risk capital for low-cost hous- 
:lng and for improvement of established 
.'neighborhoods is another area of slim 
.'hope. It is a fine idea and would constitute 
• •a wonderful community oriented solution 
I-"but we have never found any risk capital 
,-in Lincoln held for such social-minded 
•purposes. 


* 
There is already in existence and 
, functioning on a small scale an organiza- 
. tion devoted to the raising of risk capital 


for providing integrated housing. This is 


. "not necessarlily low-income housing, eith- 
. cr, and the organization has not found an 
'excessive amount of cash available for 
purchase of its slock. The organization 
. has yet to publicly announce the success 
of its venture and it has been in business 
for a good long time now. The council 
also advocates an extension of what 
might be called open occupancy through- 
out the city of Lincoln. It is notc-1 that 
recent times have produced much more 
-integration in housing than the average 
person might be aware of. This is a fact 
and does offer a great deal of hope. It 
is a credit to Lincoln that progress has 


been made in this area and witli very little 
fanfare or ill feeling. 


Another Important item Is the council 


recommendation for full enforcement of 
the city's minimum standards housing or- 
dinance. It Is reported that the city Is still 
operating on a 1958 letter of non-enforce- 
ment. We have no knowledge whatsoever 
of any such letter but if it Is In existence, 
it should be produced and fully repudiated 
by the present City Council. The comhina- 
ton of the ordinance and the letter would 
constitute a disgrace to the city and an 
Insult to the people of Lincoln. Actually, 
we doubt the existence of any such letter 
and certainly arc of the opinion that It 
has no validity under the law. But the 
whole matter of enforcement of the city's 
minimum standards housing code has been 
kicked around too long already to be per- 
mitted to continue. 


* 
The report of the mayor's group, thus, 


is boiled down to two conclusions —the 
need for publicly financed and operated 
low-income housing coupled with a variety 
of other actions. If Lincoln diligently pur- 
sued all avenues of possibility, it would 
need only limited low-income housing and 
this should not be a highly controversial 
matter. 


The council report points out that the 


city already has a Housing Authority with 
the power and some finances with which 
to pursue the low-income housing objec- 
tive. Currently, the Housing Authority has 
been engaged in the operation of Huskcr- 
vllle and presumably will continue this 
job but under statutes whereby it was 
created can greatly expand its work. 


The approach through the Housing Au- 


thority is one that warrants immediate in- 


vestigation and action. 
If the housing problem 
were attacked on the 
broad scale outlined in 
the council r e p o r t , 


there would be no minority housing prob- 
lem in the city of Lincoln within a very 
short time. Housing, however, is not an 
isolated social problem and it is h e r e 
that we find a continued charge to the 
mayor's council. Housing can be improved 
but it can never be permanently c u r e d 
without improvement of the economic lot 
of minority groups. This means more and 
belter employment of minority groups. 


It is believed that the council is 


aware of the fact that it has just now 
opened the door on the housing problem 
and that even after this threshhold has 
been crossed, there is added challenge just 
around the next corner. The council is to 
be complimented for its realistic attitude 
and dedication and is encouraged to con- 
tinue to shed the light of intelligent thought 
upon social ills of the community.

Park Taps History 


Nebraska took a significant slcp at 


year's end. The Nebraska Game, Parks 
and Forestation Commission picked up 
600 acres of land near Auburn as the be- 
ginning of the development of Indian Cave 
-State Park. 


Nothing could be more fitting. Deep 


.southeast Nebraska needs historic recogni- 
:tion. Nebraskans need the park. The past 
there will take on new meaning. 


The land, which crosses the Nemaha 


county line into Richardson county, con- 
tains the dim remnants of the ancient vil- 
lage of St. DeRoin. The area describes the 
small preserve set aside for half breed In- 
dians under the Treaty of Prairie Du Chien 
.in 1803. It was in existence at the time 
of the Louisiana Purchase—a reminder 


that this country has existed under three 
flags. 


The new park is verdant and scenic, 


nestling in the hills and bluffs 
of the 


Missouri valley. It is a bit of Nebraska 
that existed before territorial days and 
which was venerable at the time of state- 
hood. The park will give us a sense of 
maturity and a real connection with the 
deep past. The Missouri was a thorough- 
fare for Spanish and French traders, ex- 
plorers and trappers in colonial days. The 
park is an invitation to delve into the 
musty records of the earlier proprietors 
of this land. Much that is marked down 
t h e r e is not known by us. Nebraskans 
have been too much absorbed in only the 
most recent chapter of their history. 


Rural Industry 


An extensive study of Industry situated 


in a farming community, undertaken by an 
Iowa State University economist, has been 
completed. It confirms the most hopeful 
contentions of those who believe American 
industry should be spread more evenly 
over the country. 


The economist found verification for the 


belief that a proper measure of industry is 
good for the urban centers. But for other 
reasons it could be even better for rural 
neighborhoods. 


Farmers, whose vocation has made 


them mechanically handy, find it easy to 
become skilled industrial employes quickly. 
. Their own ownership of machines give 
: them a proprietarial attitude toward com- 
• pany machines. Their ingeniousness in get- 
ting the best out of their own machines 


make them good contributors to an Indus- 
try's constant quest for better and cheaper 
ways of turning out the product. 


Farmers with small acreage find them- 


selves actually underemployed in mechan- 
ized farming. In one Iowa community 35 
per cent of the farmers, dividing their time 
between industrial work and farming, re- 
port that their factory job requires no 
lessening of the time allotted to their farm 
work. This is especially true in instances of 
industry whose production peak comes dur- 
ing the farming off season. 


Gainful employment off the farm in- 


duces more compliance with farm pro- 
grams which seek to cope with surpluses 
by reserving acres from production. Under 
such conditions the median small town in- 
come raised to $3,000 a year. 


Foreign Aid's Role 


Public disenchantment with foreign 
aid has seemed to grow with every pass- 
ing year to the point where approval of such 
aid by Congress has become a hair-1 i n e 
proposition. The 88th Congress has now 
passed an aid program pegged at $3 bil- 
lion, considerably below the more than S4 
billion asked. But passage came a m i d 
warnings that another aid victory in Con- 
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gross was not in the cards without drastic 
overhaul of the program. 


Perhaps both the government of the 


United States and the citizens of this na- 
tion could benefit from an examination of 
another foreign aid program. H might sur- 
prise people to learn that there is also a 
substantial program of private foreign aid 
from sources in this nation to all parts 
of the free world. 


This is the aid administered to the 


tune of $53 million in 1963 by the F o r d 
Foundation to less-developed countries in 
Africa, the Middle East, South and South- 
cast Asia, Latin America and the Carib- 
bean area. Henry T. Hcald, president of 
the foundation, states that United States 
assistance will continue to have a special 
role. 


"We are still regarded by many na- 


tions," he said, "as a young country with 
a revolutionary heritage. American society 
stands out as the example of successful 
pragmatism par excellence, as capable of 
attacking formidable problems swiftly and 
of dealing with large numbers confident- 
ly.''. 


The foundation, however, in its an- 


nual report documents every cent of its 
aid in terms of the recipient nations, spe- 
cific projects, the demonstrated need and 
the expected results. Thus, we sec n com- 
mon expression of principle but a differ- 
ence of approach. 
If 
the government 


could be as explicit and discriminating 
with its aid program as is the foundation, 
crhaps public foreign aid would become 


more acceptable and productive.

WASHINGTON — For al- 


most six months in I'JGo. ap- 
propriations for the Agricul- 
ture Department totalling 
over $6 billion were held up, 
thanks in large part to a row 
between two senior congress- 
men from Georgia and Mis- 
sissippi. They were arguing 
over a peanut laboratory and 
a food utilization laboratory. 


The delay illustrates t h e 


m a n n e r in which congres- 
sional seniority has* become 
so encrusted that it under- 
mines efficient government. 


The two rowing congress- 


men were Sen. Richard Rus- 
sell of Georgia, and Rep. 
Jamie Whitten of Mississip- 
pi, both Democrats and both 
powerful members of the sub- 
committees which vote ap- 
proprations for agriculture. 


In 1%2, Russell demanded 


a peanut laboratory costing 
$1,600,000 at Dawson, Ga., 
and held up the Department 
of Agriculture appropriations 
bill trying to get it. B ut 
Mississippi's W h i t t e n op. 
posed. 


For two months the two 


s o u t h e r n Democrats sat 
g 1 o w e r i n g at each other, 
each refusing to budge. As 
a result of this and other 
differences, the agriculture 
appropriations bill was t h e 
last one passed in 1962.

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This past y e a r Russell 


u p p e d his demand to in- 
clude not only the peanut 
lab at Dawson, but a food 
utilization plant at Athens, 
Ga., at a cost of $7,500,000. 


A g a i n \Vhitten opposed. 


His opposition was b a s e d 
partly on economy. He did 


not want to sec a lot of new 
laboratories built, when the 
work could be done in labs 
w h i c h the Agriculture Dn- 
partmcnt already had in op- 
eration. N a t u r a l l y , also, 
Whitten didn't want to sec 
Georgia favored against his 
own state of Mississippi. 


Sen. Russell used to be 


chairman of the Appropria- 
tions Subcommittee for Agri- 
culture, has now stepped 
down in favor of Sen. Spes- 
sard Holland of Florida, a 
kindly g e n t l e m a n who 
doesn't worry too much about 
what his Georgia neighbor 
wants as long as the citrus 
fruit industry is taken care 
of.

So the deadlock over t h e 


peanut lab In Dawson, Ga., 
and the food utilization lab 
in Athens, Ga., dragged out 
in 19G3 until one week before 
Christmas. Meanwhile t h c 
Agriculture Department had 
been operating ever since 
June 30 on the old 19G2 ap- 
propriations bill. 


Finally, just before Christ- 


mas, the gentleman f r o m 
Mississippi gave the senator 
f r o m Georgia the south- 
eastern research lab he want- 
ed at Athens, Ga., at a cost 
of $9,500,000. The peanut lab 
at Dawson was skipped for 
the time being, but with an 
agreement t h a t it would 
come up in the supplemental 
appropriation bill later. 


In return, Rep. Whitten 


got $1,500,000 to build a cotton 
weed control laboratory at 
Sloneville, Miss. This — yes, 
you guessed it—is right in 
Whitten's district.

. Cartilage is a fairly tough, 
smooth, clastic sort of ma- 
terial — not muscle, n o t 
bone, not soft tissue. 0 nc 
kind of cartilage gives shape 
to your ears.

"bones" are 
cartilage. 


In the knee 


(and 
other 


joints) lay- 
ers of carti- 
lage provide 
the smooth 
surfaces on 
which t h e 
Molner 


bones ride so slickly. 


The knee, however, is par- 


ticularly subject to damage 
if subjected 
to pressures 


from certain directions, such 
as in a fall. Blows in foot- 
ball, basketball and other 
sports, can rip, loosen or 
even tear a piece loose from 
the cartilage. 


Such injury hurls! 
And usually the pain per- 


sists. Sometimes prolonged 
immobilization will perm i t 
sufficient healing, but this 
cannot be relied upon — and 
in any event, not too many 
people can afford the time 
to do this, especially since 
success cannot be guaran- 
teed. 


Removal of the torn por- 


tion of cartilage affords per- 
manent relief. Some years 
ago, before surgical tech- 
niques had developed to their 
present high state, there was 
sensible reluctate to "mon- 
key with a bad knee." This 
no longer is so. 


The operation is not dan- 


gerous, but it takes time be- 
fore healing is sufficient to 
permit carrying the f u l l 
weight on the knee. After all, 
with each step most of your 
weight has to be supported 
first by one knee, then the 
other. 


Therefore one of the ques- 


tions to be considered is how 
long your husband can af- 
ford the temporary disability 
while the knee heals after 
the operation. Discuss this 
with your surgeon. 


Since the operation is an 


"elective" one, not an emer- 
gency, you can choose when 
leisure is available.

the caloric count of a baked 
potato skin? Docs it have 
any food value?

attended an all-day hearing 
before the Nebraska Power 
Review Board on Consumers 
Public Power District appli- 
cation to install a new 110 
KW electric generator as an 
addition to tne present 75 
K W atomic-powered genera- 
tor in the Hallam p o w e r 
plant south of Lincoln, Ne- 
braska. 


The slory is that w li e n 


and if the atomic power 
plant becomes a perma- 
nent operation, the coal or 
gas heated boiler that is now 
standby for the atomic-pro- 
duced steam power c o u l d 
power another generator at 
a lower relative cost instead 
of just being standby power 
for the atomic method of 
producing steam to run the 
one generator. 


My objection to this new 


generator instead of accept- 
ing a similar a m o u n t of 
Bureau of Reclamation pow- 
er to meet Nebraska's needs 
through 1966, is one of tim- 
ing.There is a new, major al- 
location of Bureau power to 
be made in the next f e w 
weeks. If Nebraska agencies 
provide their own genera- 
tion, at this time, the Bureau 
power will be allocated else- 
where and the stage will be 
set to build still other rela- 
tively high cost plants in 
Nebraska at the time that 
this same plant might be 
built if the available blocks 
of Bureau power were taken 
first. 


This is a repetition of what 


occurred in 1958 when t h e 
last previous major alloca- 
tion of Bureau of Reclama- 
tion power was imminent. 


In 
December, 
1958, 
at 


Sioux Falls, South Dakota, 
D. J. DeBoer for the Ne- 
braska Public Power Sys- 
tem and Ray Schacht for 
Consumers deducted 200,000 
kilowatts from their request 
for Bureau power allocation 
to make room for the 100,000 
Canaday plant at Lexington 
and the present 75,000 Hal- 
lam plant, over the protests 
of the Nebraska REA peo- 
ple present at Sioux Falls 
and the municipal group. 


The municipal group from 


Nebraska stood fast and put 
in their request for Bureau 
power as planned by filing 
separate 
applications 
for 


power. As a result, the muni- 
cipal group got 83 percent 
of their total needs, a n d 
NPPSand Consumers got 35 
percent, as they requested. 
Later NPPS protested that 
the municipal group got more 
than their fair share! A 
phony, hypocritical protest. 


A 1902 report by R. D. 


McWha, engineer for t h c 
Plattc Valley Public Power 
and Irrigation District, one 
of the two parties to t h e 
joint operation called t h e 
Nebraska Public Power Sys- 
tem, stated that the net cost 
of the Bureau power coming 
into Nebraska to NPPS was 
3.71 mills per KW. The cost 
of Canaday plant p o w • r 
was 5.5 mills and all othbr 


power supply for NPPS was 
higher. On December 18. 
1963, Ray Schacht testified 
that he didn't k n o w the 
cost of atomic-produced pow- 
er at Hallam. 


He also testified, as did 


Howard Ericksen for NPPS, 
that present transmission in- 
ter-ties between 
Nebraska 


and the Bureau of Reclama- 
tion to the north or w e s t 
were insufficient to bring in 
the power needed in 
1966, 


even if the power w e r e 
there. They admitted t h a t 
the power was there, cither 
from the Bureau of Recla- 
mation or the Basin Elec- 
tric Group, or Omaha Pub- 
lic Power District, or other 
sources not even officially 
contacted. 


Delaying an $8.9 million 


power plant saves over $350,- 
000 per year of delay in in- 
»"rcst costs alone. Getting 
cheaper power may s a v e 
more every year from now 
on. An adequate transmis- 
sion 
interconnection 
is 
a 


"must" for the years ahead, 
and for standby power even 
though a normal local supply 
were available. Therefore, 
the obvious, sensible, low- 
cost plan is to build t li e 
transmission lines first and 
use all the cheaper p o w e r 
that is being allocated so 
that Nebraska gets its share 
and k e e p s down average 
costs. 


A 230,000-volt line f r o m 


Gcring, Nebraska, to North 
Platte, as an extension of 
the 230-line now being built 
from Oahe, South Dakota, to 
Gering, Nebraska, would be 
the obvious first step so as 
to tie the eastern and west- 
ern areas together, as well 
as to make more cheap pow- 
er available to eastern Ne- 
braska. Not only Consumers' 
customers in 300 towns and 
the 8,000 farms Consumers 
serves, but all the rural peo- 
ple in the eastern two-thirds 
of Nebraska have millions at 
stake in power costs to see 
that high voltage transmis- 


sion inter-tics to cheap out- 
side power sources get pref- 
erence over local, relatively 
high-cost power plants. 


Big power plants located 


on coal 
fields 
in eastern 


Wyoming with modern high 
voltage transmission, p l u s 
big power plants in North 
Dakota on coal d e p o s i t s 
there, tied to big power 
plants on the main Missouri 
River dams with the net- 
work of the Bureau of Recla- 
mation lines mean adequate 
low-cost power for Nebraska 
if the Nebraska agencies for- 
get about their selfish idea 
of building local plants on 
ihe cost 
plus 
50 percent 


profit provided for in their 
present wholesale p o w e r 
contracts with REA districts. 
This desire of NPPS a n d 
Consumers to have a tight 
monopoly of power supply on 
a cost plus basis is the basis 
of all the maneuvering over 
the past 15 years to keep 
outside transmission inter- 
lies to a minimum. The few 
times that these Nebraska 
wholesale agencies have co- 
operated with each o t h e r 
have been where they joined 
hands to fight out cheaper 
Bureau of Reclamation pow- 
er supply. Our hope now is 
that the new Nebraska Pow- 
er Review Board will force 
a delay in new power plant 
building until the cheaper 
sources are utilized and the 
needed transmission l i n e s 
are built. If the public knew 
the truth, and we had the 
Nebraska transmission sys- 
tem under one board of di- 
rectors from east to w e s t, 
this colluJon between weak, 
local, greedy groups in the 
wholesale power and trans- 
mission business in Nebras- 
ka would soon be a part of 
history, like the Pony Ex- 
press, instead of a costly ob- 
stacle in today's progress 
for the distribution of t h o 
cheapest electric power pos- 
sible.

A Need For 
Realism 


* The Mayor’s Council on Human Rela­ 
tions has come up with a report on minori­ 
ty housing that offers endless possibilities 
for good. If action were taken in only 
a few of the many areas discussed, real 
progress could be made in the matter of 
improved housing for minority groups in 
Lincoln. Also, the report shows that Lin­ 
coln has made progress and that the 
problem is not so large as to be insur­ 
mountable. 
The council calls for action in improv­ 
ing existing present housing and in pro­ 
viding new low*c o s t 
housing. In both cases, 
there is a chance for 
major reliance u p o n 
e x i s t i n g 
sources 
of 
credit within the community and upon ap­ 
proaches that could be implemented with­ 
out substantial disagreement. But along 
with the hope offered by the report is the 
experience of the past which tells us that 
we need a more realistic attitude than 
we have had to date. The report, for in­ 
stance, suggests the exploration of low-cost 
housing being provided through private en­ 
terprise under terms of a new FHA fi­ 
nancing program. 


This would be an ideal approach but 
If the past is any judge of things, it is 
wishful t h i n k i n g . Private enterprise in 
Lincoln has never done anything hut de­ 
lay low-cost housing with a lot of false 
and empty promises. There is no harm in 
exploring this avenue again hut it should 
not be permitted to stop action in other 
areas. 
Finding risk capital for low-cost hous­ 
ing and for improvement of established 
neighborhoods is another area of slim 
hope. It is a fine idea and would constitute 
a wonderful community oriented solution 
but we have never found any risk capital 
in Lincoln held for such social-minded 
purposes. 
★ 
There is already in existence and 
functioning on a small scale an organiza­ 
tion devoted to the raising of risk capital 
for providing integrated housing. This is 
not necessariily low-income housing, eith­ 
er, and the organization has not found an 
excessive amount of cash available for 
purchase of its stock. The organization 
has yet to publicly announce the success 
of its venture and it has been in business 
for a good long time now. The council 
also advocates an e x t e n s i o n of what 
might be called open occupancy through­ 
out the city of Lincoln. It is notci that 
recent times have produced much more 
integration in housing than the average 
person might be aware of. This is a fact 
and does offer a great deal of hope. It 
is a credit to Lincoln that progress has

been made in this area and with very little 
fanfare or ill feeling. 
Another important item is the council 
recommendation for full enforcement of 
the city’s minimum standards housing or­ 
dinance.

Dear Dr. Molner: My hus­ 
band has a torn cartilage in 
his knee. An operation has 
been suggested. Could you 
give us some information on 
this, because we a r e con­ 
fused. Do the sharp pains 
ever go away without sur­ 
gery? How dangerous is the 
operation and what arc the 
complications? What causes 
torn cartilage? — MRS. E. S. 
Cartilage is a fairly tough, 
smooth, elastic sort of ma­ 
terial — not muscle, n o t 
bone, not soft tissue. O ne 
kind of cartilage gives shape 
to your ears. 
Ivots of flex­ 
ible 
f i s h 
“ bones” are 
cartilage. 
In the knee 
(and 
other 
joints) 
lay­ 
ers of carti­ 
lage provide 
the 
smooth 
surfaces on 
which 
th e 
bones ride so slickly. 
The knee, however, is par­ 
ticularly subject to damage 
if 
subjected 
to 
pressures 
from certain directions, such 
as in a fall. Blows in foot­ 
ball. basketball and other 
sports, can rip, loosen or 
even tear a piece loose from 
the cartilage. 
Such injury hurts! 
And usually the pain per­ 
sists. Sometimes prolonged 
immobilization will perm i t 
sufficient healing, but this 
cannot be relied upon — and 
in any event, not too many 
people can afford the time 
to do this, especially since 
success cannot be guaran­ 
teed.

tion of cartilage affords per­ 
manent relief. Some years 
ago, before surgical tech­ 
niques had developed to their 
present high state, there was 
sensible reluctance to “ mon­ 
key with a bad knee,” This 
no longer is so. 
The operation is not dan­ 
gerous, but it takes time be­ 
fore healing is sufficient to 
permit carrying the f u l l 
weight on the knee. After all, 
with each step most of your 
weight has to be supported 
first by one knee, then the 
other. 
Therefore one of the ques­ 
tions to be considered is how 
long your husband can af­ 
ford the temporary disability 
while the knee heals after 
the operation. Discuss this 
with your surgeon. 
Since the operation is an 
“ elective” one, not an emer­ 
gency, you can choose when 
leisure is available.

Rural Industry 


An extensive study of industry situated 
in a farming community, undertaken by an 
Iowa State University economist, has been 
completed. It confirms the most hopeful 
contentions of those who believe American 
industry should be spread more evenly 
over the country. 
The economist found verification for the 
belief that a proper measure of industry is 
good for the urban centers. But for other 
reasons it could be even better for rural 
neighborhoods. 
Farm ers, whose vocation has made 
them mechanically handy, find it easy to 
become skilled industrial employes quickly. 
Their own ownership of machines give 
them a proprietarial attitude toward com­ 
pany machines. Their ingeniousness in get­ 
ting the best out of their own machines 


make them good contributors to an indus­ 
try’s constant quest for better and cheaper 
ways of turning out the product. 
Farmers with small acreage find them­ 
selves actually underemployed in mechan­ 
ized farming. In one Iowa community 35 
per cent of the farmers, dividing their time 
between industrial work and farming, re­ 
port that their factory job requires no 
lessening of the time allotted to their farm 
work. This is especially true in instances of 
industry whose production peak comes dur­ 
ing the farming off season. 
Gainful employment off the farm in­ 
duces more compliance with farm pro­ 
grams which seek to cope with surpluses 
by reserving acres from production. Under 
such conditions the median small town in­ 
come raised to $3,000 a year.

Foreign Aid's Role 


Public 
disenchantment with 
foreign 
aid has seemed to grow with every pass­ 
ing year to the point where approval of such 
aid by Congress has become a hair-1 i n e 
proposition. The 88th Congress has now 
passed an aid program pegged at $3 bil­ 
lion, considerably below the more than $4 
billion asked. But passage came a m i d 
warnings that another aid victory in Con- 
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gress was not in the cards without drastic 
overhaul of the program. 
Perhaps both the government of the 
United States and the citizens of this na­ 
tion could benefit from an examination of 
another foreign aid program. It might sur­ 
prise people to learn that there is also a 
substantial program of private foreign aid 
from sources in this nation to all parts 
of the free world. 
This is the aid administered to the 
tune of $53 million in 1963 by the F o r d 
Foundation to less-developed countries in 
Africa, the Middle East, South and South­ 
east Asia, Latin America and the Carib­ 
bean area. Henry T. Heald, president of 
the foundation, states that United States 
assistance will continue to have a special 
role. 
“ We are still regarded by many na­ 
tions,” he said, “ as a young country with 
a revolutionary heritage. American society 
stands out as the example of successful 
pragmatism par excellence, as capable of 
attacking formidable problems swiftly and 
of dealing with large numbers confident­ 
ly.” 
The foundation, however, in its an­ 
nual report documents every cent of its 
aid in terms of the recipient nations, spe­ 
cific projects, the demonstrated need and 
the expected results. Thus, we see a com­ 
mon expression of principle but a differ­ 
ence of approach.

with its aid program as is the foundation, 
erhaps public foreign aid would become

Turning to international af- 


fairs, Nehru said the impact 
of the Communist Chinese in- 
vasion in 1962 was still the 
biggest current factor in In- 
dia. He did not rule out the 
possibility that the Sine-In- 
dian border dispute might 
some day be settled. 


"They (the Chinese Com- 


munisls) have been saying 
'Let's gel logether and dis- 
cus'," he said. "They are not 
saying they won't budge if 
we do." 


Nehru reiterated, however, 


that he ulll not negotiate the 
quarrel with Peking until he 
is satisfied they have satisfied 
all provisions of the Colombo 
proposals for demilitarizing 
the border area. 


"Most provisions (of t h e 


Colombo proposals) have been 
accepted by both parties al- 
ready," he said. "Only one 
or two have not been accepted 
by them (the Chinese Com- 
munists). We won't give them 
up, bul on the other hand I 
am surprised they have not 
accepted them." 


Attack Not Seen 


Nehru said he did not ex- 


pect any radical changes In 
the near future for c i t h e r 
peace or renewed 
fighting 


with the Chinese.

clear test ban treaty as the

Forrest Johnson reminded Nc- 
braskans Wednesday that the 
first day of the new year was 
the tax assessment day in the 
state. 


The day is the time to make 


note of checking and savings 
account balances and the val- 
ue of other intangible holdings 
such as stocks. 


Tuesday's 
closing quota- 


tions will be used by the tax 
commissioner's office to fig- 
ure the value of stock for tax 
purposes, he said. 


Stock-o w n i n g taxpayers 


might do well to save the 
financial pages of newspapers 
from New Year's Day, he 
suggested. 


He advised taxpayers to 


make sure (hey specify t h e 
type of stock in addition to 
the number of shares in mak- 
ing their tax returns, and to 


note carefully stock splits and 
dividends. 


New Year's Day brought 


also a significant change in 
taxing procedures in that all 
property tax exemptions ex- 
cept governmental property 
were automatically and at 
least temporarily voided. 


Review Required 
v 


A 1963 legislative act re- 


quires a review every f o u r 
years, beginning with 1964, of 
all property in the state en- 
joying tax exemption. 


Applications for exemptions 


were to have been submitted 
or postmarked before Jan. 1. 
Within the next 30 days each 
county assessor is to supply 
his county board with recom- 
mendations on which proper- 
ties should he tax exempt. 


The law gives the tax com- 


missioner the power to re- 
verse 
individual exemption 


decisions of any county board.

NU Stifled 


Nebraska entered Auburn territory only once in the 


second half and then only to the Tiger 48, as the stifled 
NU offense and Sidle's magic put the pressure on the 
Husker defense for the rest of the game. 


And for several moments In the fourth quarter, the de- 


fense was unable to cope with the challenge as Sidle moved 
from the Auburn 20 to the Nebraska 11 with an aerial at- 
tack. 


The 8,500 Nebraska fans in the capacity-plus crowd 


of 72,647 couldn't help but feel twinges of butterflies in the 
stomach as Sidle faded back to pass on each play. 


After Sidle had moved Auburn to the Husker 35. he 


cut loose with an 18-yardcr to George Rose and again it 
was Hohn who made the game-saving tackle at that point. 


Nullified 


Two plays later, Auburn was at the Nebraska 18 and 


the Huskers were called for pass interference at the goal 
line. But Auburn was caught for backs in motion and the 
two penalties'nullified-each other. 


Sidle hit Rose again for seven and then a fourth down 


and four yards to go pass attempt from Sidle was knocked 
down by linebacker Kirby and with 1:30 left Nebraska fans 
stood up and sang "There Is No Place Like Nebraska" 
while the Huskers ran out the clock. 


Nebraska led the final statistics in rushing, 204-126, 


but trailed in passing, 157-30, and Auburn held the total 
offense edge, 283-234.

1963 Busy Year For Lincoln's 
Fire And Police Departments

Lincoln 
Police 
and 


Fire Departments were kept 
hopping in 1963, answering 
thousands of complaints rang- 
ing from minor fires to a 
"two-alarmer" in February 
and from parking complaints 
to murdgr cases. 


Lincoln recorded two mur 


ders, six armed robberies, 
and five fatality accidents. 
Firemen 
answered 
several 


fire alarm and resuscltator 
calls weekly. 


In calendar order here is 


a rundown of the most news- 
worthy events recorded by the 
Fire and Police Departments 
In 1963: 


Jan. 13 
—A late-evening 


fire gutted the home of Mor- 
ris Bartlett, 1048 West 2nd. 
Fire inspectors said the blaze 
was caused by defective wir- 
ing. 


Feb. 9 —Lincoln recorded 


Its first fatality of the year 
as a result of a fire. The 
home 
of Elmer 
Safranak, 


3325 Randolph, burst i n t o 
flames from an undetermined 
•cause. Agnes Brady, 50, died 
as a result of being overcome 
by smoke and intense heat. 


1st Traffic Fatality 


Feb. 11 — Melvin G. Hobbs, 


47, of Detroit, Mich., became 
Lincoln's first traffic fatality 
of 1983 when the truck he was 
driving was struck by a Bur- 
lington Railroad train at the 
Burlington tracks on No. 27th.

Health Laws 


Congress also passed 
im- 


portant new health legislation, 
particularly in the field of 
mental retardation research: 


—$329 million authorized for 


wide research into the causes 
of mental retardation, f o r 
care of the mentally retarded, 
and for construction of com- 
munity mental health centers 
designed to take advantage 
of new treatment methods in 
the field of mental illness. 


—$350 million in grants for 


maternity care and research 
projects aimed at prevention 
of mental retardation and for 
expansion of maternal a n d 
child health services. 


Aside from civil rights and 


the tax cut, probably the key 
administration disappointment 
was the failure of a Social 
Security - financed 
health 


care plan for the aged to 
make any progress. 


The House Ways and Means 


Committee opened hearings 
on this in November, but did 
not complete them. 


Also frustrated were t h e 


high hopes for the youth em- 
ployment bill, give the "No. 
1" bill designation of t h e 
year in both branches. 


U passed the Senate in Ap- 


ril but never got to t h e 
floor. The bill is designed to 
provide hundreds of thous- 
ands of jobs in conservation 
camps and on local public 
service projects. 


Mass Transit 


A $375 million mass-transit 


subsidy bill aimed at helping 
large cities with commuting 
problems also passed the Sen- 
ale in April but never reached 
a House vote. 


In June the House rejected, 


209 to 204, an a t t e m p t to 
pump an additional $455 mil- 
lion into the depressed areas 
program — which had been 
the first major enactment of 
the Kennedy administration 
in 1961. 


The Senate two w e e k s 


later voted to put through this 
bill and give the House an- 
other chance at It, but lead- 
ers there never risked it. 


A bill to create a National 


Service Corps, called 
the 


domestic Peace Corps, passed 
the Senate in August but was 
not called up in the House. 


All of these measures left 


hanging — still will be alive 
in the 1964 session.

erhoods.

debt limit of $315 billion, the 


last of three 1963 bills on the 
subject. 


A two-year voluntary pro- 


gram of controls over pro 
ductlon of feed grains. 


—A three-year $95 million 


program of aid to states and 
localities in combating air 
pollution. 


—A $1.2 billion military pay 


Increase. 


—A four-year extension of 


the draft. 


—An increase in the auth- 


orized size of the Peace Corps 
to 11,000. 


—A one-year extension of 


the Mexican farm labor pro- 
gram. 


An $816 million bill author- 


izing additional river b a s i n 
and flood control public works 
projects.

In Argentina 


Buenos Aires (UPI) — The 


cabinet crisis faced by Presi- 
dent Arturo U. Illia deepened 
Wednesday with the announce- 
ment that Argentine Defense 
Minister Leopoldo Suarez had 
accepted a challenge to duel 
Commodore Martin R. Cairo, 
resigned air force secretary. 


Suarez said he would meet 


Cairo "in the gentlemanly 
question," but weapons, time 
and place for the duel were 
not made public. 


Late Wednesday, unofficial 


reports circulated that the 
duel would be fought at sun- 
rise Thursday on the huge 
Campo Mayo army base in 
suburban Buenos Aires. Neith- 
er principal, however, would 
confirm the reports. 


Argentine law forbids duel- 


ing. 


Cairo, 61, was under pres- 


sure to quit. His brief tenure 
as air force secretary touched 
off loud chords of dissent 
among the military. He had 
been reported as favoring re- 
incorporation of high-ranking 
officers who led r e v o l t s 
against the government in the 
year prior to lllia's inaugura- 
tion last Oct. 12. 


Suarez, 49, was an attor- 


ney and prominent member 
of lllia's Radical Party before 
he was named defense minis- 
ter. He was expected to re- 
sign his position temporarily 
to fight the duel with Cairo. 


Cairo was the cabinet mem- 


ber most closely allied with 
factions who revolted because 
they had feared an election 
comeback by followers of ex- 
iled Dictator Juan D. Percn.

tion.

more potatoes during 1963 
than in the pieceding year, 
the Slate-Federal Division of 
Agricultural Statistics report- 
ed Wednesday. 


Output was calculated at 2,- 


437,000 hundredweight in 1963, 
compared with 2,166,000 hun- 
dredweight in 1962 and a 1957- 
61 average of 2,465,000. 


The 12,700 acres harvested 


were the same as in 1962 but 
17% fewer than the 
15,300 


acre average for the 1957-61 
period. 


The increase in production 


from the previous year re- 
sulted from a higher average 
yield per acre. The 1963 yield 
averaged 192 hundredweight 
per acre, 21 hundredweight 
above the preceding year and 
28 hundredweight above the 
five-year average. 


Of the total 1963 yield, the 


late summer crop accounted 
for 609,000 hundredweight, ap- 
proximately the same as the 
previous year. But fall pota- 
to production was up 17% to 
1,828,000 hundredweight. 


Nationally, 
potato produc- 


tion increased three per cent 
in 1963.
